Vanished 
Valley 
approved 
for outdoor 
seating

LUDLOW /— The Board of 
Selectmen unanimously  ap- 
proved a permanent license 
change for Vanished Valley 
Brewing, allowing them to re- 
tain their current tent space near 
the building and for addition- 
al Adirondack chairs in the lot 
area. 

While most recent liquor 
license premise alteration re- 
quests the board has approved 
have been temporary, allow- 
ing restaurants to have outdoor 
seating or an expanded space to 
serve as long as physical dis- 
tancing measures are in place, 
Vanished Valley will now be 
keeping its outdoor space for 
families to bring dogs, walk 
through the two-acre property 
and have outdoor seating. 

“(We’re planning for) an 
outdoor, low—key venue,” said 
Mike Rodrigues of Vanished 
Valley Brewing at the board’s 
July 21 meeting, adding that 
they recently cut down trees to 
the right of the building to make 
it a more appealing space to 
hang out. 

“Mike will be getting mul- 
tiple picnic tables and chairs 
to make it more accessible for 
families to come up during the 
week and weekends,” said attor- 
ney Thomas Rooke. “Although

its Building Fund Capital Cam- 
paign. 

The non-profit organiza- 
tion, which was established to 
supplement the programs and 
services offered by the senior 
center, has also been accepting 
donations and offering sponsor- 
ship opportunities for the new 
building through this campaign. 

Kathy Green, co-chair of the 
organizations fundraising team, 
said because of the COVID-19

A message on reopening 


LUDLOW - Dear Members and Com- 
munity, 

As you may already know, guidelines 
for reopening fitness centers in Phase 3 
were released a few weeks ago. Our re- 
covery task force has culled through the 
new mandates with hopes to announce a 
reopening date to you and all our mem- 
bers. 

After considering many factors, the 
task force came to a difficult realization 
that, because of the unique layout of the 
building, it is much more challenging for 
us to reopen adult programs while safely 
adhering to all of the restrictions. Addi- 
tionally, our licensing body for our youth 
programs currently prohibits any adults/ 
visitors/guests from entering the building 
during youth programming hours. 

Regarding our pool, we had a large 
draining, cleaning and repair project 
scheduled for August, during our annu- 
al Club shut-down/cleaning week. Our 
hope was that we could move the project 
timeline up and complete it during the 
mandated closure. Unfortunately, this was 


not possible, for reasons out of our con- 
trol. Thus, knowing that repairs will be 
happening in just a few weeks, and know- 
ing the stringent state guidelines in place 
(which limit the number of people who 
would be able to use the facility and the 
available hours of operation), we feel it 
is not in anyone’s best interest to rush to 
reopen. 

All of this ultimately led to the diffi- 
cult decision to postpone the reopening 
of any adult services until the fall. I know 
this is difficult news and I truly wish the 
circumstances were different. We re- 
spectfully ask for your patience and un- 
derstanding as our decisions are always 
made with the safety of all our members, 
staff, and community in mind.

Baystate Health announces the implementation 
of new visitor check-in guidelines 


SPRINGFIELD — For the con- 
tinued safety of patients, visitors 
and staff during the coronavirus 
pandemic, effective Monday, Au- 
gust 3, all Baystate Health hospi- 
tals will be implementing a visitor 
check-in log as part of its visitation 
policy. 

Visitors to Baystate Medical 
Center and Baystate Children’s 
Hospital in Springfield, Baystate 
Franklin Medical Center in Green- 
field, Baystate Noble Hospital in 
Westfield, and Baystate Wing Hos- 
pital in Palmer, will be asked to pro- 
vide their full name and phone num- 
ber to be recorded in the log, as well 
as the name of the patient they are 
visiting. Visitors must also provide a 
photo ID. 

In June, Baystate Health re- 
sumed hospital visiting hours which 
are daily from noon to 8 p.m. 

Visitors coming to Baystate 
Medical Center should allow 
for extra time for the enhanced 
check-in process, — especially 


during peak visiting hours from 
noon - | p.m. 

One visitor at a time is allowed 
in the hospital for non-COVID pa- 
tients at Baystate Medical Center, 
Baystate Noble Hospital, Baystate 
Wing Hospital and Baystate Frank- 
lin Medical Center. Baystate Chil- 
dren’s Hospital allows one parent/ 
guardian or one visitor of patients. 
No visitors are allowed in the emer- 
gency departments. 

No visitors are allowed for 
COVID patients at all hospitals, ex- 
cept: 

e Patients under the age of 18 are 
allowed one parent or guardian. 

¢ OB patients who are in labor 
are allowed one birthing partner. 

¢ Hospice patients and end-of- 
life patients are allowed one person 
and one clergy member per day. 

e Patients with disabilities, in- 
cluding physical and cognitive, are 
allowed one companion. 

Visitors must travel directly to 
and from the patient’s room when

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Senate passes ENDURE Act to provide relief to small businesses, 
support for workers, investments in infrastructure 


BOSTON — The Massachusetts State 
Senate passed a sweeping economic re- 
covery and development bill on Wednes- 
day that provides much-needed support 
to businesses, invests in infrastructure, 
and creates new jobs in the wake of the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

An Act to encourage new develop- 
ment and usher in a recovering economy 
(ENDURE Act) includes provisions for 
small business competitive grant pro- 
grams, housing production, local eco- 
nomic development projects, capital fund- 
ing for vocational schools and community 
colleges, and investments in infrastruc- 
ture. It also provides support for the tour- 
ism and cultural sectors and restaurant 
industry. Further, to promote equity and 
protect borrowers and workers across the 
Commonwealth, the ENDURE Act estab- 
lishes a Future of Work Commission and 
creates a Student Loan Bill of Rights. 

“This ENDURE Act passed today in- 
cludes several measures that will bolster 
the ability of our communities to contin- 
ue to make improvements and adapt to 
the new challenges they face and those 
they may meet in the future,’ commented 
Senator Anne Gobi (D-Spencer). “I am 
grateful for the work of my colleagues in 
the funding areas that have been priori- 
tized here, and thankful that we moved 
to adopt the amendments related to crum- 
bling foundations, the Veterans and War- 
riors Agriculture Program, and the Mill 
Revitalization Task Force. While there is 
still work to be done in these areas, this 
represents a strong step towards remedia- 
tion in several areas of the state that are in 
need of assistance.” 

“The ENDURE Act will provide 
a much-needed boost to our economy 


| 


as it recovers from the dire effects of 
COVID-19,” stated Senate President Kar- 
en E. Spilka (D-Ashland). “In crafting 
this bill, the Senate recognized the need 
to be bold when addressing the challeng- 
es facing restaurant and small business 
owners, the clean energy sector, cultur- 
al attractions and other key sectors that 
keep our economy humming. I am partic- 
ularly pleased this bill includes the long 
sought-after housing production reforms 
that the Senate has supported for years. I 
want to thank Senators Lesser, Rodrigues 
and my colleagues for their attention to 
this critical bill and for acting with urgen- 
cy to move it forward in the legislative 
process.” 

The legislation also includes new pro- 
tections for entrepreneurs by enforcing 
a ban on making bad faith assertions of 
patent infringement, a practice known as 
‘patent trolling.’ Such claims often entan- 
gle new small businesses in costly law- 
suits that hamper the companies’ produc- 
tivity and sap their early seed-stage funds. 

To invest in the Commonwealth’s in- 
frastructure and stimulate economic activ- 
ity, the ENDURE Act authorizes bonding 
for the following: 

$15M for the site readiness program; 

$35M for a Massachusetts Growth 
Capital Corporation matching grant pro- 
gram to community development finan- 
cial institutions for small business loans 
and grants; 

$5M for the Massachusetts Broadband 
Incentive Fund; 

$10M for the expansion of the Massa- 
chusetts Manufacturing Innovation Initia- 
tive (M212) 

$50M for the Technology Research 
and Development and Innovation Fund; 
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$20M for rural community develop- 
ment and infrastructure grants; 

$20M for a Massachusetts Growth 
Capital Corporation small business grant 
program; 

$20M for financial and capital assis- 
tance grants to restaurants impacted by 
the 2019 novel coronavirus; 

$10M for grants to promote marketing 
and advertising for in-state cultural and 
tourist activities during the 2019 novel 
coronavirus reopening process; 

$40M for a program to redevelop 
blighted buildings; 

$10M for regional and community as- 
sistance planning grants; 

$28M for an Employment Social En- 
terprise Capital Grant Program; 

$50M for local economic develop- 
ment projects; 

$2M for an urban agriculture grant 
program; 

$20M for grants to support the re- 
opening of cultural facilities impacted by 
the 2019 novel coronavirus; 

$25M for transit-oriented housing de- 
velopments; 

$10M for climate-resilient affordable 
housing developments; 

$50M for the neighborhood stabiliza- 
tion program; 

$5M for Gateway Cities market rate 
housing pilot program; 

$15M for vocational technical school 
expansion grants; and 

$15M for community college high-de- 
mand workforce grants. 

The ENDURE Act creates a robust 
commission to look at the ‘Future of 
Work’ and examine ways to ensure sus- 
tainable jobs, fair benefits and workplace 
safety standards for all workers in all in- 
dustries. 

It also gives greater protections to 
student loan borrowers in disputes with 
companies servicing their loans, requiring 
servicers to apply for licenses from the 
State, which the Commissioner of Banks 
could revoke if the servicer is engaged 
in abusive practices such as overcharg- 
ing students or steering them into costlier 
repayment plans to make higher profits. 
Student loan servicers that break state li- 
censing requirements or take advantage of 
students could be fined and forced to re- 
pay student borrowers under the bill. 

Further, the ENDURE Act: 

Addresses the critical need for hous- 
ing by enabling municipalities through a 
simple majority to address building op-

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portunities through zoning reform; 

Authorizes an additional 2800 mega- 
watts of offshore wind development; 

Extends the state and local per- 
mits held by a real estate developer un- 
able to proceed with the project due to 
COVID-19 disruptions for one year; 

Allows farmer brewers and farmer 
distillers to sell, and provide samples of, 
their alcoholic beverages at agricultural 
events and farmers markets; 

Extends protections for cranberry 
growers under c.61A out to 2023; 

Mandates equitable opportunities in 
state contracts by expanding an affirma- 
tive marketing program that elevates hir- 
ing firms owned by women and people of 
color; 

Reduces onerous and unnecessary reg- 
ulations for hair braiders; 

Excludes forgiven PPP loans from 
Massachusetts taxable income for the 
purposes of personal income taxes; and 

Enables MassDevelopment to better 
deploy its resources and tools under the 
TDI program. 

Senator Gobi was able to success- 
fully advocate for three amendments 
during the Senate session Thursday. 
This included an amendment funding 
the Massachusetts Veterans and Warrior 
to Agriculture Program, a program ded- 
icated to enhancing the education, train- 
ing and employment of veterans work- 
ing or aspiring to work in the field of 
agriculture. A second of Gobi’s amend- 
ments targeted the crumbling founda- 
tion issue that is plaguing south-cen- 
tral Massachusetts, with thousands of 
homes potentially at risk of failure due 
to the presence of a rare mineral, pyr- 
rhotite, in the foundation’s concrete ag- 
gregate. Her amendment extends the ra- 
dius of the foundation testing program 
from 20 to 50-miles from the impacted 
quarry, and directs all new and perspec- 
tive quarries to test for the rare iron-sul- 
fide before their aggregate may be able 
available for sale. 

The third amendment successfully 
advocated for in the bill by Senator Gobi 
authorized the development of an indus- 
trial mill building task force to study the 
re-development, rehabilitation and revital- 
ization of industrial mill buildings in the 
Commonwealth. 

The final version of this bill will now 
be negotiated by the House and Senate 
before going to the governor’s desk for 
his consideration.

Reliet Fund allocated to schools and colleges 


BOSTON- The Baker-Polito Admin- 
istration announced on July 30 it will al- 
locate more than $50 million in federal 
CARES Act funds to benefit education 
in elementary and secondary schools, 
as well as colleges and universities. The 
funding from the federal Governor’s 
Emergency Education Relief (GEER) 
Fund will improve early literacy, expand 
remote learning opportunities, and cover 
costs associated with reopening certain 
schools and colleges, as well as boost fi- 
nancial aid for college students in great- 
er need of financial assistance. 

As part of the federal CARES Act, 
governors in each state were granted a 
share of discretionary dollars to ensure 
continuity of educational services during 
the COVID-19 crisis. The Baker-Poli- 
to Administration previously allocated 
nearly $1 billion in federal funds to help 
municipalities, school districts, and col- 
leges and universities in the Common- 
wealth address COVID-related expens- 
es. 

The funding announced today will 
support the following initiatives: 

¢ Up to $10 million for early litera- 
cy programs that provide extra help to 
students through Grade 3, aimed at re- 
mediating learning loss children may 


have experienced since schools closed 
in March, as well as accelerate reading 
skills of children in high-need communi- 
ties; 

¢ Up to $7.5 million to expand access 
to online courses, including advanced 
placement, early college or dual enroll- 
ment courses; 

¢ Up to $25 million to cover 
COVID-related expenses associated 
with reopening colleges and universities, 
as well as certain non-public elementa- 
ry and secondary schools. Funds will be 
allocated based on the number and per- 
centage of low-income students these 
schools enroll; 

¢ Up to $2.5 million in financial aid 
for low-income college students attend- 
ing public colleges to ensure they can 
cover emergency expenses to continue 
their education; 

e And up to $5 million set aside in an 
emergency reserve fund. 

“Our administration is committed to 
supporting every student in our schools 
as districts and universities prepare for 
the start of the school year,” said Gover- 
nor Charlie Baker. “This $50 million in- 
vestment represents flexible funding that 
can be used for a variety of critical re- 
sources for schools and colleges as they

A summer shrub 
laden with blooms 


love to admire other people’s gardens. 
While it’s hard to spot perennials and 
flowering annuals from 35 mph, it’s a bit 
easier to admire a good-looking shrub. This 

time of year the Rose of Sharon fits the bill. 
The Rose of

as kin. Hibiscus 
syriacus is native 
to Asia but had already found a home in 
North America by 1600. In the 19th century 
it was among the most popular shrubs in the 
nursery trade. 

This deciduous shrub will grow happi- 
ly in zones 5 to 8. It has an upright growth 
habit that lends itself well to all types of 
combination plantings. I have seen Rose 
of Sharon used in foundation plantings, as 
stand alone hedges, and as the backdrop for 
perennial borders. Likewise, a single shrub 
can be trained to be an outstanding speci- 
men. 

Because its flowers are borne on new 
growth rather than old, pruning can be ac- 
complished in late winter or early spring 
without the risk of sacrificing blooms. As 
with most shrubs, concentrate first on re- 
moving any dead branches, then remove 
those that are crossing or rubbing on one 
another. If growth needs to be checked, cut 
well into the shrub to decrease its height and 
girth. Cutting back to a bud that points out- 
ward and in the direction of least competi- 
tion will result in a bushy, less lanky shrub, 
one suitable for use as a specimen. Frequent 
pruning results in fewer but larger flowers, 
whereas no or little pruning gives way to 
many small flowers. 

Plant the Rose of Sharon in full sun or 
partly shady situations. Although it is tol- 
erant of many types of soil, from seashore 
sandy to wet, this shrub prefers deep, well- 
drained soil to perform its best. Fertilization 
is rarely necessary. Although Japanese bee- 
tles are said to favor the flowers, I haven’t 
had much of a problem with them. 

Do you have an especially nice variety 
in your yard that you’d love to share? Prop- 
agation is easy! So easy, in fact, that I had 
cuttings root last year without even trying to 
do so. You see, I used the prunings from an 
overgrown Rose of Sharon as a trellis for my 
peas. Once the peas were gone by I began to 
pull out the branches. Two had mysterious- 
ly taken root! To intentionally propagate this 
plant, simply take a softwood cutting four or 
five inches long in early summer. Remove 
lower foliage and insert into the ground in a 
shady location. Water as needed. By seasons 
end roots will have likely formed, but wait 
until spring to move your cutting to a nurs- 
ery bed. Seeds of the Rose of Sharon have 
also been known to sprout under the moth- 
er plant, sometimes to the degree of being a 
nuisance. Grow these seedlings on and see 
what color flower you get; there is no guar- 
antee it will be the same as mother. 

Yes, and what about those beautiful 
flowers? So far we’ve covered everything 
but! Single or double hibiscus-shaped flow- 
ers come in shades of red, pink, purple and 
white, depending on the cultivar. Like those 
of their tropical cousin, individual Rose of 
Sharon flowers bloom for a single day, close 
at night, then eventually drop from the plant. 
Even at that rate, flowering occurs for many 
weeks throughout August and September. 
In my opinion, single-flowered cultivars are

Just me and the mountain 
Overcoming the fear of solo hiking

ince we began hiking regularly in 
S 2016, our summer vacations have 

taken on a new look. No longer are 
our days filled with relaxing by the lake, 
floating lazily down the river on an enor- 
mous inner tube, dining out, or shopping at 
the local outlet center. Our idea of an in- 
credible vacation is one in which, by the 
end of the day, we’re so exhausted that we 
barely have enough energy to walk from 
the car to the door of the house that we 
rented. ‘Dining out’ means eating a PB&J 
on the summit of a mountain, and the only 
shopping we do is at the nearest outdoor 
gear store. 

We hike to escape from the artifi- 
cial things of this world and to immerse 
ourselves in the natural beauty of our 
earth. Because what could possibly be 
more beautiful than a molten lava sunrise 
viewed from a mountaintop... or meander- 
ing through a glade of paper-white birch 
trees... or a fog-enshrouded forest on a 
rainy summer morning... or walking be- 
side a brook and hearing the gentle sound 
of the cascades and the roaring power of 
a waterfall... or watching the sun slowly 
dip below the horizon before crawling into 
your tent for the night. We were blessed 
to have witnessed all of that and so much 
more as we sauntered on the dirt and rock- 
strewn paths over the past two weeks. 

In the span of fourteen days, we hiked 
to the summits of twenty-two mountains, 


and completed a hike through a ravine 
which required us to scramble- using our 
hands as much as our feet- up, over, and 
between car sized boulders for close to a 
mile. We completed an overnight back- 
packing trip with our son, Alex and 
daughter, Emelie, which included six 
4,000-foot mountains... the Wildcats, the 
Carters, and Mt. Hight. We stealth camped 
close enough to the summit to watch sun- 
set and sunrise from 4,675 feet above sea 
level. Sitting beside our children on a 
mountaintop while watching that bright 
yellow orb explode with light as it disap- 
peared below the mountains in the dis- 
tance is a moment that will be etched in 
my mind forever. 

In addition to hiking with my family, 
I had the opportunity to face one of my 
biggest fears... hiking solo in the dead of 
night. There’s a saying that describes my 
solo hike up 4,760-foot Mt. Eisenhower 
perfectly; “Sometimes the fear won’t go 
away, So you have to do it afraid.” 

Every now and then, Tom is unable to 
join me on a hike, so I go solo. Some of 
my solo hikes have forced me to step out 
of my comfort zone. In spite of the fear, 
I’ve done a one-night backpacking trip on 
the Appalachian Trail and a winter hike 
up a 4,000-foot mountain alone. I believe 
that some of our greatest accomplishments 
come when we move beyond our self-im- 
posed limits. Those are the times that we 
can either fail... or we can fly.

So, since Tom had to go back to 
Mass. mid-vacation to work for a few 
days, I decided that I would face my 
fears and attempt my first solo night 
hike.

more desirable; they put on a better show and are more 
tolerant of rainy weather. Double types turn to mush af- 
ter a rainstorm, much like petunia flowers do. Not very 
attractive and oh so squishy! ‘Diana’ is my all time fa- 
vorite cultivar. Four six-inch pure white single flowers 
bloom in abundance, even through the night, making it 
a perfect candidate for use in a moonlit garden. ‘Wood- 
bridge’ is another popular variety. It is deep pink and 
darker at the base. ‘Blue Bird’ is unique, sky blue with 


a red center. 


Whichever variety you choose, enjoy lots of flowers 


for very little effort.

New message aims to 
raise awareness about 
cigarette butt litter 


REGION — Keep an eye out for the 
side panels of your local municipal 
trucks to see a large new message for Pi- 
oneer Valley residents: Put your butt in 
the trash. 

Members of the Connecticut River 
Stormwater Committee—a _ coalition 
of 19 municipalities plus UMass, Am- 
herst—have said that cigarette butts 
are among the most littered items. 
They should know. Many members are 
responsible for overseeing street and 
storm drain cleaning in municipalities 
across the Pioneer Valley. 

The new message is part of an 
awareness campaign that makes use 
of an image caught by Florida Audu- 
bon member Karen Mason, showing 
a baby bird with a cigarette butt in its 
mouth. Mason captured several imag- 
es that show the mother bird feeding 
the cigarette butt to its baby. Audubon 
officials have noted that the photos 
provide proof for what scientists have 
long suspected—that wild birds mis- 
take the pervasive and harmful litter 
for food. 

Connecticut River Stormwater 
Committee members are hoping that 
smokers throughout the Pioneer Val- 
ley take notice and realize that it is not 
acceptable to throw a cigarette butt 
on the ground. Littered cigarette butts 
typically wash with the next rain- 
fall into storm drains, through pipes, 
and out to nearby rivers, streams, and 
lakes. In our local waters, cigarette 
butts can be highly toxic to fish and 
other animals. 

A single butt can contaminate be- 
tween 500 and 1,000 liters of water 
with compounds like nicotine and 
heavy metals, which can be devastat- 
ing to fish populations. Even worse, 
the filter is made of a non-biodegrad- 
able form of plastic called cellulose 
acetate, which deteriorates and dis- 
perses as plastic microfibers. 

Stacey Lennard of the Connecticut 
River Conservancy observes that ciga- 
rette butts and e-cig waste are a huge 
problem. That’s why the Source to Sea 
Clean Up she organizes will track ac- 
tual numbers, starting with this Sep- 
tember’s clean up event.
